Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a software utility program library integrated into existing file 
management software programs that store files that are in ZIP format. The closest prior 
art [Montville et al. U.S. Patent 6,356,937 disclose a full-featured e-mail system for 
managing files including mechanism for compressing and decompressing file 
attachments. However, Montville et al. fail to show the claimed feature of " accessing 
the software utility program library to manage and manipulate archive files stored 
in computer memory without leaving the file management application program's 
menus toolbars, and/or drag and drop operators ". This feature being present in all 
the independent claims 1, 12, 24 and 26 renders claims 1-9, 11-30, now renumbered 1- 
29, allowable over the prior art of record.
